At least 
that is the story which comes to Co- 
sbocton, and to the presents no man 
has raised his voice to say it is not, 
true. The company has been asked 
to enter a combination of corrugat- 
ing plants, formed like other trusts 
for the increase of prices. But it 
knows its business. The trust can be 
formed and it will stay on the outside 
as an independent concern.., -It knows 
there will be money in the indepen- 
dent business for some time. Andrew 
Carnegie bas entered the sheet field, 
and Andrew is strong enough in 
finance and brains to prevent any 
trust from gobbling the market.

without discussion. It takes five 
votes to pass an ordinance under sus- 
pension of the rules. Only four mem-* 
bers were present Thursday evening 
and the ordinances were given the 
first reading. 


The ordinances read are: An ordi- 


nance regulating riding, propelling 
vehicles and hitching; on the streets, 
and repealing an ordinance to pre- 
vent the fast driviag of horses in . the 
village; an ordinance regulating police 
force and the rules governing them; 
an ordinance accepting' a deed for a 
small tract of land from John Wick- 
ens, dated 1893, to be used for the 
water works wells; an ordinance giv- 
the Electric Light company a fran- 
chise to erect poles and wires in the 
village; an ordinance regulating the 
violation of rules four, fivf - and 13 of 
the water works. The rules refer to 
the use of water by plumbers, brick- 
layers and masons in their work; an 
ordinance permitting ^ the 
mayor 


and'the street committee to accept 
dedication of grounds to the ctty-for 
the use of streets and alleys; an ordi- 
nance granting the Central Union 
Telephone company a franchise to 
erect poles and wires In the streets 
and alleys of the village. 


No other business, ^was transacted 


and council adjourned to meet Tues- 
day evening to complete the passing 
of the ordinances named.

'Mount Scott.'the proud patriarch 61 
the range, lifts his hoary bead and 
mosa" begirt bowlders 1.400 feet above 
the level of the encircling plain a IK 
4,000; feet above the sea level. This 
luountain was so named in honor ol 
General Win field Scott by General 
Sherman, who, also founded the mili- 
tary post at Fort Sill. His satellites 
are many—auioug them Saddle moun- 
tain, which bears so striking a resem- 
blance to the huge saddle of bygone 
days, even recognizable miles away, 
that the name is naturally suggested; 
Signal mountain once boasted a gov 
'eminent signal station on its summit, 
hence the name; picturesque Mount 
Sheridan, whoso wild, rugged rocks, 
rising sheer from the ground, cast gro- 
tesque shadows upon the rolling green 
valley embracing its feet, and Medi- 
cine Bluff mountain, taking its name 
from the creek of the same name near 
Fort Sill. 


A very romantic Indian legend clings 


to this queer shaped mountain, which 
presents the appearance 'of having 
been cut in two from summit to base, 
one-half alone remaining.. The Indians 
regard this freak of nature with deep 
veneration. In days of old two of 
their bravest young warriors su^d for 
the hand of the same dusky damsel. 
She, like the Sioux chiefs daughter, 
celebrated in song^ and story, set for 
them a well uigh hopeless wager. They 
were to: mount on their fleet ponies, 
ride to Medicine Bluff, and, after 
"mating; medicine" and blindfolding 
both men and animals, ride at full 
speed to the top of the mountain. The 
young brave who was courageous 
enough to ride off the bluff was to 
have won the maid, but, alas! for the 
bronze cheeked beauty, both lovers 
met with cruel and Instant death! 


The ascent to Mount Scott reveals 


marvels of nature's lavish handiwork 
—varicolored rocks, round and oblong 
bowlders of dark brown hue, which 
on baing broken display vivid streaks 
of red, indicating the presence of mica, 
quartz and feldspar, and deep gorges, 
down which trickle the pellucid moun- 
tain streams that later on develop into 
important creeks. 


On reaching the crest a view of 


grandeur ana beauty is spread out 
before the traveler's delighted eyes. It 
comprises fertile valleys, sparkling 
streams, rocfc capped mountain ranges, 
stretches of timber and acres upon 
acres of ,rich virgin land Idly await- 
ing the hand of energetic farmers to 
wake them into "fields of living 
green."
